The shortest wave-length of any 
wireless service in the world Is to 
be used between Lympne (Kent) 
and St. Inglevert (France) acro- 
dromes for the cross-Channe! traffic 
of-aircraft not equipped with radio 
seta. The wave-length will be 15 
centimetres (six inches). The dis- 
tance between the two stations is 
twenty-three miles. 

This service fa chiefly for the 
announcing of arrivals and depar- 
tures of small aircraft, and for 
routine service messages, It will 
shorten the time required for check- 
ing the passage of private aero- 
planes, so that in the cvent of 
accident prompt steps can be taken 
for rescue. 

The use of thia system will relieve 
the ordinary wireless service, and it 
has the advantage of freedom from 
interference from natural eloctrical 
disturbances, It is not affected by 
fog, and it offers o high degree of 
secrecy. :
